MAY WALK OUT IN NEW YORK,

MISS VOTE 15 NECESSARY |

New Yori—A strike of stage om-
ployes, longshoremen, brewery work-
ers, machinists, bartenders, moulders
and printers In sympathy with the
unionized carmen, who quit their
places four daye ago, was declded

Austria Will Not Accept,

Vienna. — Thal Austrisn Hungary,
while it would hail peace with joy,
has no intention of quitting the fray
at the present under the terms Its
enemies would impose, 1s the
mont made by Baron Burian, the Aus
tro-Hungarian minister of forelgn af-
fulrs. "There may be some,” sald
Baron Burian, “who say that for mili-
tary reasons we ought to be the first
to stari peace overtures. 1 do not
think so, as long as our antagonists
gpeak of the partition of our country
among themselves. We have defend-
od our soil pretty well so far, and
will do it longer—Ilong enough io
rmake the others tired of it.”

The position of the dual monarchy
in the world of war, he said has been
erroneously characterized by enemies
and certain neutrals as unsatisfactory.

“Austro-Hungary Is far from lyving
down, as hoped by some, sald the
minister in a tone
tion. "It is true we would hall perce

with Jjoy, “but not the sort of peace
our enemlies would Impose, BSo long
as we have to defend ourselves

ngalnst those who want to take part
of our territory, we naturally are un-
willing to discuss peace and so long
we also are determined to hold out
and win. The thought that we are
eager for peace on any terms origi
nates probably in minds hoping that
such will become the case”™

The minister then reviewed the
sltuation prior too Roumanin's declara-
tion of war, and said:

“We offered Roumania no territorial
concessions at any time after having
discovered in the case of Italy that
the world was llkely to mistake our
reasonable attitude for weakness.
Nor were we ever taken hy surprise
by Roumanin, What did fool us waa
that Houmania made up her mind so
quickly.
